Thomson Positively in Canada. 


A reporter of the POST-DISPATCH this after- 
noon asked Mr. Thomas H: Swain, the oldest 
director of the bank, what information he 
could impart with reference to the 
reports of the defaulting cashier 
having hypothecated fraudulent certificates 
of the bank stock. Mr. Swain said that 
the only knowledge at all which he possessed 
reached him in a letter in Thomson’s 
handwriting, which was delivered to him 
through the mail on Wednesday 
afternoon after the bank doors had been closed 
by order of court. It was dated St. Louis, 
July 14,2 p.m. delivery. Mr. Swain says that he 
immediately handed it to Receiver Thompson, 
who concluded, after a perusal of its contents, 
that it was best to withhold it from 
the public for a few days in 
order to see whether the examiners could ac- 
complish anything with the aid of the informa- 
tion it contained. The rumors and 
misrepresentations incident to a bank sus- 
pension, however, had led to a recon- 
sideration of the matter, and the re- 
ceiver and Judge Adams, the attorney agreed 
with Mr. Swain that it would be better to give 
the letter to the public this afternoon 
through the columns ofthe Post-DIsPaTcH. 
The letter, though mailed on Wednesday, was 
undoubtedly left by Thomson in 
zu. person’s hands to place in the gen- 


eral delivery office after he had left the city. 
It is as follows: 


THE LETTE. 
Dear Mr. Swain. 


To you of all outside my family, who can 
best understand my misery and who will 


sympathize with me,I speak out. Garland 
has been driven crazy by less than I 
had to bear; perhaps is would 


have been a kinder mercy had Heaven 
crazied or even killed me, too. I 
could stand it no longer. I must leave or 
commit suicide. I have gone, I don’t know 
where or for what purpose, only to hide 
and be free from the dreadful, 
haunting load I have carried so long. My 


and God knows I love them—are all behind me 
in sorrow and disgrace, and I am 
an outcast, homeless, loveless, despising 
myself. If God would kill me it 
would be mercy. Some years ago 1 began 
seme speculations. I made some, but lost 
more, lost all my ownand began to be in 
debt. Others at first hid (called carried) it for 
me. It got larger slowly. Then I was pressed 
for a part and used the bank’s money. 
I HID IT FOR A LONG TIME. 
Kighteen months ago I made up my mind to 
stop this speculating, and did stop. Thank 
God for the strength he gave me. Then, find- 
ing I would bleed no more, sharks bled me 
for the money due them. I was in their 
power; they knew I had used the bank’s 
money, and slowly they forced me to pay 
them by using more. While in New York last 
they feared I had run away, and when i 


returned pressed me so that I used 
more money. I hid it as dest 1 
could, but diseovery has come. During 


that eighteen months I tried hard to pay my 
debts, with whatI could save of my salary 
and with what I could make negotiating loans, 

etc., I paid off about thirgy-three hundred 
dollars of debts. Thisis why, while I now 
have used more of the bank’s money, my to- 
tal debte are less. But I could not gain time 
enough and so have fallen a ruined man. 

IN THES BANK THE SITUATION IS THIS. 
There are false entries on the books. But 
$20,000 of what I owe the bank is hidden in the 
exchange mataring account.

I shall never forget how 
he held to some faith in me, even in the face 
of facts. All have been too kind to me. 
But I think of his great big-heartedness, 
80 unlooked-for, with tears and thanks.

Although 
the bank closed its doors on Wed- 


nesday and his deficit has been known to the 
bank officiais since last Saturday, the-assist - 
ence of the police has not yet been asked to 
hunt the defaulter up. ‘hursday ag ig 
William ©. Jones, special counsel for the 
bank, called on Chief Huebler and 
talked with him in regard to the mat- 
ter, but, so the Chief says, made 
no formal 9 of it to him and left — 
he would call again and report it, as he migh 
need the assistance of the Police Department. 
He never called again, although he has been 
twice up to the Four Courts since, being there 
both yesterday and to-day. Another 
strange thing about the matter is, although 
there is sufficient evidence against Thom- 
son for forgery, the only war- 
rants taken out against him ar 
for embezzlement and grand larceny, 
neither of which are extraditable offenses, 


while forgery is. The warrants are, 
therefore, meré dead letters. If there 
is any desire to capture Thomson 


itisimpossible to see whythe assistance of 


the police is not asked in hunting him up. 
Chief Huebler, when asked to-day if he could 
explain the matter, replied that it 


wus allamystery tohim. He could ‘conceive 
of no reason they could have 
in not asking rolice assistance 
in n — homson. . Others 
think the bank officials are endeavoring to get 
back the money or as much of it as possible 
from the cashier or his friends, and that nego- 
tions of some kind are being carried on. 
In the meantime, however, ‘‘Prince Hal’’ is 
apt to make his way to Australia or some oth- 
er place, and by the time it is learned 
that no money can be obtained 
from his relatives or friends, 
he will be safe from all pursuit. Whether this 
compromise theory is correct cannot 
0 course be told — by the 
bank officials, but t@ere is certainly something 
back of the apathy displayed by them in hunt- 
* the defaulting cashier. 

x-Judge Jones was secenin the Criminal 
Court this morning and asked why he had not 
reported the matter to the police. 

‘*I did so,’’ was the reply. 

Chief Huebler says it has not been regular- 
ly reported to them. He says you told him 
you might need their assistance and left 
promising to call again, but never called.“ 

‘*I think I said we would need their assist- 
ance; at least that was what I intendedd to say. 
The reason we have no put the police 
to work on the matter yet is because they can 
do nothiug now. Ihave aman at work onthe 
case and think I know where 
Thompson is; at any rate I know about 
where heis. As soon as I have bim definitely 
located the police can get to work on the 
case. It is one of those cases in which time 
cuts no figure.’’ 

‘*You say you know where be 1s. Is he still 
in the country?’’ 

Tes, he is still in this country. 

Then that is why you have not procured a 
warrant for forgery—because it will not be 
necessary to extradite him.’’ 

**Exactly.’’ 

Where is he?’’ 

Well, now, it won't do to tell you that, 
and besides, I only know about where he is.’’ 

He is not in the city?’’ 

Oh, no. He is outside the city, but not in 
Canada.’’

THE SLOW DEVELOPMENTS. 


A Chat with Some of the Directors—Slow 
Pursuit of the Fugitive. 


Matters in connection with the Provident 
Sank failure develop slowly, but they de- 
velop. The directors seem anxious 


to assure the public that depositors will 
be paid in full, but financiai agents and brok- 
ers about town, in face of these assuring state- 
ments, offer but 65 per cent on claims against 
the bank. | 

The ban aned Mr. Thomson, according 
to the printed statement of Mr. Greeley, 
$25,000 on security that proved to be worth- 
less. This security was 
ably the stock certificates of 
hank itself forged in duplication of those held 
by Mrs. Sandborn. On Saturday last another 
security, a torged certificate of the 
Piate G Company, on which the 
cashier owed the bank $5,500, was also discov- 


ered to bea — The recent investigation 
of the books show a false entry 
of $20,000 in the foreign exchange, 


and the gentleman when he left the city car- 
ried with him $15,000 of the bank’s reserve 
fund, making a total ot $68,500. His 
bond, which is believed to be 
good, covers $30,000 of this amount, and 
the defalcation unsecured still stands, at the 
lowest estimate, $38,500. Those of the direc- 
tors who are willing to talk admit that the 
amount of the defalcation is not really known. 

The assets upon which the receiver expects 
to realize are decidedly questionable. The 
largest loan is tothe Anchor Milling Company, 
and amounts to $165,000. A loan of such 
magnitude to one debtor throws the 
directory within the reach of the law. One of 
the directors explains that the loan was made 
by installments and its size necessitated in or- 
der to save the money already advanced. 

If the security of the Anchor Milling Com- 
pany was so sbaky that good money had to be 
thrown after the bad in order to suave the first 
advance itis too sanguine a view to assume 
that the security is perfectly good to-day. 

Some of the Directors themselves are in- 
debted to the bank. Mr. Mullen’s debt, a 
trifling one, is secured by real estate. 
How the debts of Mr. Garland and Mr. Scott 
are secured has not been learned as yet. 

The admission is made by the officers that 
the business was conducted upon loose prin- 
ciples and one director says that he told those 
interested, that for the last six months the 
bank had its entire deposit of $1,000,000 out on 
paper more or less insecure and that it was 
carrying from $50,000 to $100,000 more debt than 
was advisable. 

WITH THESE FACTS 

in their possession the directory recently 
declared a dividend of 3 percent in direct 
violation of a section of the revised statutes, 
which provides that no dividend shall 
be declared when the capital of the corpora- 
tion shall have become so impaired that it is 
notiully worth the full amount paid in after 
the payment of all liabilities. The only ex- 
nignation of the conduct of the board is that 
the dividend was an advertising dodge to 
strengthen declining confidence in the bank 
and to stimulate perhaps their own courage 
like the small boy who whistled when he 
passed the veyard. 

One of the most curious features connected 
with the failure isthe pursuit, or rather the 
failure to the abdsconder. 
On Saturday, week ago to- 
day, the crookedness of the cashier in 
relation to the Glass Company certificate was 
discovered. On Monday he was absent from 
his office and without leave. He was suppose 
to be with his military friends at Sweet ety A 
The discovery of his uniform, the loss of $15, 
and a telegram from the encampment to the 
effect that be had not been there suggested 
the possibility that he was — All that

The History of the Corruption Investiga- 
tion—The ‘‘Post-Dispatch” Exposure of 
Municipal Rottenness Fully Vindicated 
—The Information on Which the In- 
dictments Were Found—The Law of the 
Cases—Arrest of Dr. Adams and Dele- 
gate Pishon—Detalls of the Grand-Jury’s 
Work, 


The expose of drunkeness, disqualification 
and corruption in the House of Delegates 
made by the Post-Dispatch is working 
amuch needed purification. The present 
House had only been in session a few 
days when important measures came up for 
legislation. Ite moral caliber was fixed at 
once by the lobbyists and the public. Each 
meusure confirmed the suspicions of corrup- 
tion. Corporation corrupters made no 
secret of their business. A no- 
toriously corrupt politician stood in 
the foyer nightly advising ana directing 
the action of delegates. One delegate re- 
tained a livery-stable keeper as his middle 
man,on the recommendation of his character, 
to swear as the emergency required. Another 
member retains a firm of lawyers with 
whom his dealings are professionally 
sacred. Every-one believed the House 
contained a number of corrupt mem- 
bers. Gradually they became bolder. 
Several of the members made drunken boasts 
about the citv, and even took their seats in 
the House while reeling drunk. To obtain the 
proof of corruption was a difficult task, at 
which, however, reporters worked dili- 
gently, but with disheartening results, for 
several weeks. The lack of confidence was 
general throughout the business community. 
The Police Department took no cognizance of 
the many rumors of dishonesty. Several 
Grand-juries metand adjourned long before 
the termination of their respective terms for 
want of business to occupy their 
attention. In the Circuit-Attorney’s 
oftice the corruption and misconduct was 
discussed as an item of gossip, but no steps 
were taken officially. When the misconduct 
of the members of the House on the floor and 
during the sessions became glaring, the 
Pust-DIsPaTCH published a full ac- 
count of the doings of the delegates, giving a 
true statement of the condition of 
affairs at one of the last meetings of the session 
which has just closed. This was unexpected. 
The rsp.tters of the morning dailies, who 


regularly attend the meetings of the Municipal 
Assembly, had long been silent witnesses of 
— — A true presentation to the public 
of the 

SHAMEFUL SCENES ENACTED IN THE HOUSE 
impressed the members of the House as an 
outrage. A resolution was offered condemn- 
ing the publication in unmeasured terms, and 
another excluding T-DISPATCH reporters 
from the floor of House and seats at 
the reporters’ table. Twenty-six members of 
the honorable body denounced the publication 
as untrue. Messrs. Vogel and Wenzlick dis- 
sented. Its truth has since been established 
by some of the denunciators themselves, un- 
der oath. 

Next the evidence of false 9 was pre- 
sented to the readers ofthe Posr- Dis raren. 
The charter 1 provides that a member 
ot the House of Delegates shall have paid city 
and State taxes for at leasttwo years prior to 
his election. The oath of office specifically 
designates these qualifications, and reg- 
isters the delegates oath that he hus 
ail the qualifications required by the charter. 
This oath was falsely taken by seven members 
of the Municipal Assembly who were not 
qualified to sit as members of the House, 
but who swore they had none of 
the disqualifications described. The law 
and evidence, and the opinions of the leading 
lawyers in this city convicted the forsworn 
delegates. Fortunately for the corrupt oath- 
takers the record showed thatthe false oaths 
were taken over a year ago and the statute of 
limitation interposed its charitable provisions 
1 the faise-swearing delegates and the 
wil. 

With this shameful showing the testimony 
against delegates who were suspected of sel- 
ing municipal appointments for money was 
given. The witnesses were hupted up and 
questioned, and the evidence printed. The 
rumors of bribery were also given with the 
tangible points upon which to test the truth. 
The stories of blackmail levied by the 
delegates were given, but still the officials re- 
mained inactive. No officer of the law thought 
it incumbent upon himself to take any action. 
The unusual activity and energy of some 
omicials at the Four Courts in other matters 
was lacking. Reporterg who were interested 
snd advised in the invgiigations of corruption 
in the Police Dep ent, election frauds 
and labor troubles, could not but remark the 
apathy in this matter. No assurance of any 
action was given until Judge Van Wagoner 
directed the attention of the present Grand- 
jury to the publications in the Posr-Disrarcu 
and Circuit Attorney Clover further advise 
the investigation. his has been in progress 
since last Monday.

The warrants placed in the hands of the 
Sheriff for service this morning were against 
Dr. Wellington Adams, attempted bribery; 
Chas. A. Davis, attempted bribery; H. A. 
Pishon, Chas. D. Keenan and Ben. Brady, 
robbery in the third degree or blackmail, as it 
is more familiarly known. / 

Dr. Adams was at the head of the proposed 


Electric Railway and Power Compan , which 
asked fora very valuable frd@énch 1 the 
Municipal Assembly to run an elevated elec- 
tie road. The bill caused a hotiy-sustained 
discussion in the Lower House at its first pre- 
sentation. The feeling increased as the bill 
continued on its course through the House. 
It was finally passed, but vetoed by Mayor 
sree and subsequently met its death in the 
ouse. 

Delegate Monahan, who had property along 
the proposed route, led the opposition to the 
bill, and whenit was first passed went before 
the Mayor and asked that it be vetoed, for 
the reason that it had been passed 
by corrupt methods. He stated that an at- 
tempt had been made to bribe him intoa 
withdrawal of his opposition by the company 
through a third arty, who assured 
him that he reimbursed 
for any injury property might 
sustain and that he could sell it adnantageous- 
ly if he desired. This statement of the Dele- 
gate’s was denied, leading to a discussion 
and publication of the whole business. 
Other testimony of this character was 
also introduced. It developed that Mr. 
Davis, who has an office in the same 
building with Dr. Adams, was consulted 
b the doctor, and though osten- 
sibly not connected with the company 
began to figure in its business. The tender of 
money to a Delegate and a consultation of the 
Delegate with Delegate Marriott as to the best 
way to handle the r bribery is also a 
part of the evidence fn these cases. 

Delegates Keenan and Pishon have but little 
sympathy. They are accused of approaching 
thefproprietor of the Casino Theater with a 
proposition to kill a resolution which 
was to be offered in the House concern- 
ing the show at this theater oh 
Fonrth street for a consideration. Their 
companion in this business was Mr. Ben 
Brady, who is the most recent 2 of 
Surveyor Lancaster to a place in the Custom.

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THE LAW OF THE CASES. 


The Statutes Under Which the Warrants 
Will Be Issued and Indictments Found. 


Now that theGrand-jury has indicted some 
of the members of the House of Dele- 
gates a publication of the statutes under 
which the indictments will de re- 
turned will be of interest, as it shows 


how the framers of the State Constitution have 
made ‘‘the punishment fit the crime.’’ The 
indictments found and to de found 
come under three separate statutes. 
Those Delegates who enjoyed themselves 
in a drunken carousal on the floor of the 
House of Deiegates are indicted for drunken- 
ness in office. They are the only parties 
against whom indictments have been found, 
there being merely bench warrants 
issued ag the others to 
hold them until an indictment 
can be returned againstthem. A bench war- 
rant is merely a forerunner of an indictment 
to be found. The statute under which Brueg- 
emann, Gartenbaeh et al. are indicted for 
nkenness is as follows: 


DRUNKENNESS. 
„Section 1642. Drunken 


ness in Ofice.—If any 
public officer, whether State, county city, 
town ortownsbip officer, shall be intoxicated 
while in the performance of any official act 
or duty, or shali become 80 intoxicated as 
to be incapaciated to perform any 
official act or duty at the time and in the man- 
uer required of him in the discharge of the 
duties of his office, he shall be deemed guilty 
ofa misdemeanor in office, and punished by 
imprisonment in the County Jail not exceding 
six months or by a fine of not less than 
$50 or by both such fine and imprisonment; 
and if there be no provision made by law for 
removal from office of such officer by impeach- 
ment, the Court shall adjudge the defendant 
to have forfeited his office and declare the 
same vacant, and the same shall be filled as 
provided by law for filling such vacancy: pro- 
vided, that no court other than the Circuit or 
Criminal Court of Record shall have power to 
adjudge any such office to be forfeited and 
vacant.’’ - 
BLACKMAIL. 

1 Keenan and Delegate Pishon, and 
Ben rady, one of Surveyor Lancaster's 
appointes, are to be indicted for robbery 
in the third degree or biackmail, 
they being accused of securing money from 
Walter C. Peckham of the Casino Theater 
to prevent the passage of a resolution by the 
House of Delegates condemning the theater. 
— statute governing the case reads as fol- 
ows: 

‘*Section 1304. Robbery in the third degree—It 
any person shall,either verbally or by a written 
or printed communication,accuse or threaten 
to accuse another of a crime against nature, 
or any other felony whatever, or threaten 
to do any injury to.the person or prgperty 
whatever of any one witha view or intent to 
extort or gain any money or property of any 
description, belonging to another, and 
shail, by intimidating bim with said accusa- 
tion or threat, extort or gain from 
him any money or property, every such 
offender shall be deemed guilty of robbery in 
the third degree.’’ 

The punishment for robbery in the third de- 
greeis imprisonment in the Penitentiary not 
exceeding five years nor less than two. 

ATTEMPTED BRIBERY. 

Attempted bribery is the charge upon which 
Dr. Wellington Adams and Charies A. Davis are 
to be indicted. They are accused of attempting 
to bribe members of the House to vote for th“ 
Electric — bill, Delegate Monohan being 
the principal witness against them. They were 
indicted under the following statute: 

Sec. 1473.—Attempting to bribe peers in cases 
mentioned in preceding sections.—If any person 
shall by any of the meuns mentioned in the 
preceding sections of this article, or other- 
wise, offer or attempt to . bribe any 
officer or other person in any of the 
cases hereinbefore mentioned, he shall, on 
conviction, be punished by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for a period not exceeding 
five years or by imprisonment in the County 
Jailforaterm not exceeding one year anda 
fine not less than 51,000. 

The preceding sectiods referred to are. sec- 
tions 1468, bribing public officers; 1469, officers 
accepting bribes; 1470, bribing officer to ap- 

oint to office, ete., 171, officer accepting 

ribe to make appointments, etc, ; 1472, accept- 
ing office procured by bribery. The particular 
section which contains the crime the indicted 

ersons are accused of attempting to commit 
8s as follows: 

Section 1468.—Bribing public offcers—punish- 
ment. Every person who shall directly or in- 
directly, give any money, goods, right in 
action or any other valuable consideration, 
gratuity or reward. or an promise, 
undertaking or security therefor, to 
any judge or justice of any court, justice of

ENJOYING CANUCK HOSPITALITY. 


The Chief Clerk of the Pittsburg Pension 
Office a Heavy Defaulter. 


PITTSBURG, July 17.—Samuel K. Gay, chief 
clerk in the Pittsburg pension office, has 
probably gone to Canada to join the great 
army of bank cashiers. Yesterday afternoon 
Pension Agent Russell discovered that Gay 
had forged his name to three checks aggregat- 


ing $800. An Information for forgery wis 
made before United States Commissioner 
McCandless and a warrant issued for 
his arrest, but before the officer could 
serve it Gay got wind of the movement and 
quickly leit the city. The forgery of the three 
checks, amounting to $800, constitutes but a 
raction of theamount of money which it is 
supposed that Mr. Gay got away with, and itis 
believed thet the amount from forgery ani 
embezzlement will reach $15,000 to $20,100. 
Several weeks ago an investigation of the ac- 
counts of the pension agent at Pittsburz wis 
made, and it was then found that there 
were several discrepancies, involving consid- 
erable sums of money. There was every evi- 
dence of embezzlement, covered by falsitica- 
tion of the books. Mr. Errett was then noti- 
fied by the Treasury Department to look after 
his clerks, as some one was doing wrong. 
Nothing further was heard of the matter un- 
til last evening, when Mr. Errett telegraphed 
to Washington that Gay had absconded. Gay 
was the son of wealthy parents, and some 
Sars ago married a relative of 
Mayor Fulton, He was an exemplary 
young man, in fact a strict attendant at 
church, quite active in the Young Men's 
Christian Association and a prominent leader 
in the Murphy temperance movement. lie 
took great interest in lectures by clergymen 
and was the head and front of nearly all 
movements to bring Talmage to Pittsburg. 
Even his most intimate friends never saw 
anything in his conduct that would arous+ 
suspicion. The toss will probably fall 
on the bondsmen of the elerk, pro- 
vided Mr. Errett has taken the precation to 
exact from Mr. Gay the customary bond. The 
Treasury Department holds Mr. Errett and he 
in turn should indemnify himself by exacting 
bonds from those holding positions of truss 
underhim.

THE PRESIDENT’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

It is about time to place the responsi- 
bility for the appointment of LANCASTER 
where it belongs. By his ostentatious de- 
lay in making changes, keeping Repub- 
licans in and Democrats out, President 
CLEVELAND made a parade of his intention 
to personally investigate the reputations, 
the records and the qualifications of all 
applicants for important positions; to sat- 
isfy himself on those points and to make 
the #ppointment in each case on his own 
responsibility, placing good character and 
fitness above all considerations of per, 
sonal or party service. Again and again it 
was proclaimed that the delay in the 
matter of changes for which the people 
were clamorous was due.to the extreme 
care and caution with which the President 
was making his selections, so as to fill the 
Federal offices with men of unquestioned 
character and qualifications, whose official 
eminence should never shame the honest 
and patriotic Democracy of Missouri. 

This delay and show of investigation 
made the appointment of LANCASTER all 
the more an insult to all that is decent and 
self-respecting in Missouri Democracy. 
The appointee was and is the most not ori- 
ously distrusted political “crook” in a 
city of 400,000 inhabitants and a 
State of 2,500,000; a man who could 
not be elected to any office nor 
get the nomination of his own party 
forany office in his own State, city or 
ward; aman who has worn his evil repu- 
tation asa business advertisement until 
his role in politics.is notoriously that of 
an engineer of crooked combinations 
for rings and corporations that re- 
quire of their tools the _ dirtiest 
work that is ever done in _ politics. 
Defendant in numerous suits alleging 
business crookedness, his alleged loyalty 
to the Democratic party had not kept him 
from being mixed up with the Republican 
office-holders of the whisky ring, nor had 
his honesty and patriotism kept him from 
beating the Government out of its claim 
on him for $25,000, as one of their bonds- 
men. 

The appointment of such a Government 
defaulter and defrauder to the best 
Federal office in Missouri, in spite of a 
storm of protests from the Democratic 
press of the State, was-a startling thing 
for a ‘‘reform’’ Administration to do. Its 
attempts to shield him from an investiga- 
tion of that bond matter until Congress 
forced him to face it, was still more sur- 
prising. His discreditable use of the 
patronage of his present position is such an 
insolent parade of what he is there for“ 
that it is impossible any longer to lay the 
blame on our Senators and excuse the 
President. The latter must have known 
the man as well they did, and was neither 
so much indebted to him for dark lau- 
tern’’ work nor in so much dread of the 
forces of his corporation masters in local 
politics. . 

TYPICAL CASES. 

The recent vigorous enforcement of 
New York statutes against boycotting by 
members of labor unions has brought into 
prominence two other phases of the bo y- 
cotting business. 

A member of the Association of Under- 
takers, in accordance with the rules of 
that association, dumped the corpse of a 
poor man out of a coffin and withdrew his 
equipage because the widow could not 
pay the bill before the funeral pro- 
cession started. Joun B. Cap, a kinder 
hearted member of thesame association, 
did the work next day for the poor 
widow in violation 5 the -association’s 
rules in regard to ratés, etc., and sought 
to avoid the penalty by having it done in 
the name of another person. But he was 
found out and has since complained to the 
Grand-jury that he is boycotted so by the 
Undertaker’s Association that he can 
neither buy goods from fthe dealers 
in his line nor retain his employes, 
who are compelled to desert him 
from fear of being black-listed by 
the association. For showing a touch 
of ordinary humanity in the line of 
his business, a powerful combination is 
ruining his business. Surely this is a case 
calling for a most vigorous and exemplary 
enforcement of New York’s law against 
combinations to coerce, obstruct.or injure 
a citizen in the prosecution of a legitimate 
calling.

THE SURPLUS. 

In its vigorous support of MORRISON’S 
joint resolution directing the redemption 
of interest-bearing bonds in sums of $10,- 
000,000 as often as the Treasury surplus 
exceeds $110,000,000, the New York WorLD 
utters what will beregarded as a bold and 
novel proclamation in that Vicinity. It de- 
nies that all the wise men are in the East, 
admits that there is some financial sense 
and honesty outside of Wall street, 
and declares that there are vast in- 
terests besides those represented in the 
counting-rooms of banks and the offices of 
bondholders and brokers. Moreover, it rid- 
icules the cry of repudiation which the 
capitalist organs have raised against an 
overwhelming majority of the repre- 
sentatives in Congress of the business in- 
terests of the country. The House vote 
upon this resolution foreshadows its pas- 
sage by the Senate. It passed by ‘the 
votes of 148 Democrats and 61 Re- 
publicans, only 13 Democrats and 54 
Republicans voting against it. The 
61 Republicans who voted for it 
represent Western States whose Republi- 
can Senators will mostly vote the same 
way, and the 13 Democrats who 
voted against it are from the Atlantic 
Coast States and are represented by 
National Bank Republicans in the Senate. 
The vote against it was strictly and 
narrowly sectional. Yet the oppouents of 
the measure have the hardihood to 
denounce this as a vote of want of 
confidence in the administration, and to 
predict that the President will veto it. It is 
almost inconceivable that he will thus re- 
pudiate a distinct pledge of the platform 
on which he was elected, and atthe same 
time show such contempt for the judg- 
ment of a majority of the Republicans 
and of nine-tenths of the Democrats in

THE SARDINE QUESTION, 

Several New England Congressmen re- 
cently called upon the Secretary of State 
to request more energetic action on the 
part of the Government in protecting the 
violated rights of New England fisher- 
men. . Afterwards a resolution was 
introduced by one of them calling 
upon the Secretary of State for in- 
formation as to the status of the 
affair, and a written reply sent to Mr. 
BOUTENTE incidentally recited the fact that 
several New England members called upon 
Mr. Bayarp to protest against Canadian 
interference with the right of New En- 
gland fishermen to purchase Canadian 
small herring to be canned as sardines. 
The resolution did not call for this sort of 
information, butit brought it forth, never- 
theless. While it was not exactly kind in 
Mr. BAYARD to give the gentlemen away 
in such a cool fashion, he has at least 
somewhat enlightened the fish-eating pub- 
lic about the manufacture of sardines. 

A Canadian small herring when trans- 
muted into a Mediterranean sardine by 
the alchemy of down-East ingenuity is 
not as healthy as the genuine article. The 
same objection here exists that is found in 
the case of oleomargarine, or bogus but- 
ter; that is, the unsuspecting consumer 
is not aware of the fraud while eating the 
bogus article, which is an actual 
food product. In the case of a wooden 
nutmeg, the purchaser, though he may 
not be particularly lynx-eyed, will ‘‘catch 
on’’ tothe game before he proceeds far 
enough to damage his stomach, while 
even white-pine pumpkin seed, said 
to be sometimes deftly trimmed 
from the pride of the New England 
forest, finds a harmless repose. in the 
bosom of the earth. But the small her- 
ring, masquerading as a foreign-born 
sardine, has a baleful potency peculiarly 
its own, and a bogus animal of this sort 
should not enjoy the encouragement of 
favorable laws.

M. Marchant has come to the aid of the coal - 
burning world. He has invented a machine in 
which the steam is returned to the boiler, and, 
so to say, used over and over again. The 
saving in coal thus to be effected is caleulated 
at 80 per cent. Besides saving coal this Invén- 
tion will upset a pet theory of the engineering 
fraternfty, who have always considered this 
problem as impossible as perpetual motion.

Part of the 
scheme contemplated by the C. P. R. is to 
establish a line of first-class steamers to run 
between the Pacifie terminus and Japan and 
Ouina, and definite proposals are at present 
before the Government with regard to the 
mail service between Engiand and those ports 
of Asia by the Canadian route. 


THE iron tower which is to form the chief at- 
traction of the Paris Exhibition of 1889 is al- 
ready beginning to fill the Parisian mind with 
apprehension, and a savunt explains in the 
Moniteur the curious phenomena which will 
be produced by this immense mass of fron 
rising to a height of 300 metres. He says that the 
enormous blocks of iron running north and 
South will become polarized and that this po- 
larization will soon invade the whole column. 
In this case all articles for a mile around will 
be attracted to the tower and will adhere to it 
asaneedieto a magnet. All the houses in 
Paris will suffer from St.. Vitus’ 
dance, and, gradually attracted 
towards the Champs {de Mars, will finally 
und themselves stuck to the tower. 
As to locomotives entering Paris it will be 
found impossible to stop them at the various 
termini; they will rush through Paris and dash 
themselves to pieces against the center of at- 
traction. These and otherevils we are told 
will follow the erection of the great Eiffel 
tower, but then the Moniteur is opposed to 
the anniversary of the capture of the Bastile 
being observed, and may have exaggerated 
the consequences.

It was scarcely to be expected that a Senate 
in which many seats have been purchased by 
millionaires and monopolists interested in 
vast railroad and other corporations, and in 
which many other seats are filled by railroad 
lawyers, put there through the influence of 
the companies they serve, would take kindly 
to a bill that would interfere with the 
personal interests of the first lot and with the 
personal profits of the last.

SELF-SLAIN, 


A Dark Record of Suicides in Three Days 
_ at Rochester, N. . 
By Telegraph to the Posr-DISrATOR. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 17.—A dark record 
of suicides began Tuesday night, when, as a 
freight train on the Erie Railroad was entering 
the city, a young girl ran on the track and 
threw herself at the engine. The train could 
not be stopped until six cars passed over her 
body. Until yesterday the complete identity 
of the girl was not established. At last a 


blood-stained letter was found in her dress, 
dated this city, reading: 
To Charles Cotienden: 


Charles, I want to write you. You are the all that 
I have, and now if you turn me away from you, and 
ou go away from me, you will be cruel and I will not 
ve. Thereare, perhaps, hundreds of men far bet- 
ter looking than you, perhaps better than you, but 
you are alil — Unless vou are here by 2 o'clock, 


well, and may God forgive xs May you never 
ruin another girl's hopes. SABELLA SHERMAN. 
The unfortune girl is the daughter of E. W. 
Sherman of Alleghany County, Pennsylvania. 
She ran away from home and has been sup- 
orting herself by canvassing. Shecame to 
— about two weeks ago and made the 
acquaintance of Cottenden who induced ber 
to go to Ontario Beach and there succeeded 
in betraying her. He then deserted her and 
she, to hide her shame, ended her life in the 
terrible manner described. The Ooroner’s

A MYSTERIOUS CASE.

GIBBS, THE ACTOR.

Two 
of them held the arms of their companion, who 
walked between them, and were talking ear- 
nestly. They sat down on the logs in the park 
and talked for ten or fliteen minutes. They 
then walked over to the river bank, and the 
man who entered the park between his com- 

nions sat down on the top of the bank while 

is cOmpanions stood over him. Soon they 
left him, and hardly five minutes had elapsed 
when he was seen to get up, walk to the brink 
of the precipice and jump off into theriver 
bed. The body was afterward found lying on 
a bed of rocks atthe water’s edge a shapeless 
mass, and he died three hours after. The sui- 
cide has been identified as an actor named 
Charles Gibbs, whose home is supposed to be 
in Lansing, Mich. Poverty is supposed to have 
caused the deed. 


“NED BUNTLINE” DEAD. 


Col. E. Z. C. Judson, the Famous Novelist 
Breathes His Last at Stamford, N. X. 


STAMFORD, Deleware Co., N. T., July 17.—E. 
Z. O. Judson (Ned Buntline) the story-writer, 
died of heart disease at his home here yester- 
day afternoon. He was 64 years of age. When 
12 years old he entered the Government serv- 
ice as an apprentice on board a man-of-war. 
A year later President Van Buren sent 
him a commission as midshipman for meri- 


torious conduct in rescuing the crew of 
a boat rundown bya Fulton ferryboat on 
East River. Young Judson was assigned to 
the Levant. Other midshipmen refused to 
mess with him because he had been acommon 
sailor before the mast, and while on the way 
to join the Gulf squadron, he challenged 
thirteen of them to fight. Some withdrew 
their refusal and associated with him, but he 
fought seven of them, one after another, in 
Florida, New Orleans and Havana, escaping 
without ascratch himself but marking four 
of his antagonists for life. From that time on 
his reputation as one of the best shotsin the 
United States was established. Ned Buntline 
probably carried more wounds in his body 
than any other! ving American. He had in 
his right knee a bullet received in Virginia, 
and had twelve other wounds inflicted by 
sword, shell and gun, seven of which were got 
in battle. He was not educated for the army aud 
navy. The title of Colonel came to him as 
chief of scouts in the rebellion of 1861-5. His 
first story, ‘‘The Captain’s Pig,’’ was pub- 
lished inthe Knickerbocker Magazine under 
the name of Ned Buntline in 1888, when in his 
15th year. Thissketch brought notoriety to 
the young writer and fighter, who subsequent- 
ly received as high as $60,000 a year forth 
—— ot his brain and pen. For many years 
is income as a story-writer brought him 
$20,000 annualiy. Heonce earned $12,500 in six 
weeks, and at another time, under pressure, 
wrote a book of 610 pagesin sixty-two hours, 
scarcely sleeping or eating during that time.

THE SURPLUS. 


THE “WORLD’S” ARGUMENT FOR THE MOR 
RISON RESOLUTION. 


This Country’s Financial Sense and Honesty 
Not Wh6lly Confined to the East, nor to 
the Bankers, Brokers and Bondholders.

NRW York, July 7. — The WorLD in an ed- 
itorial on! Reduce the Surplus“ says: It 
we could believe that the East contained all 
the wise men in the country, and that there. 
existed no such thing as financial sense out- 
side of Wall street, we might take some alarm 
at the cry of disaster and ruin that has been 
raised by the organs of the capitalists because 
of the adoption of the Morrison surplus reso- 
lution by the House of Representatives. But 
the United States cover a great extent of ter- 
ritory and embrace vast interests besides 
those represented in the counting-rooms of 
banks and the offices of bondholders and 
brokers. We find the representatives of those 
interests from all parts of that large 
territory favoring a eertain financial policy 
by the overwhelming and significant majority 
of 209 to 67 , OF more than three to one. We are 
not willing to set them down as fools, ignorant 
of the effect of theif proposition, or as ad- 
ventuaers, careless of the country's honor 
and prosperity. We do not credit the intem: 
perate charges that more than two-thirds of 
the entire House of Representatives, with such 
leaders as Randall, Carlisle, Holman, Morrison, 
Randolph Tucker, etc., are rascals and idiots, 
ready to repudiate the sacred obligations of 
the country, Such preposterous attacks are 
always directed by the Wall street organs 
against those who propose to interfere in any 
manner with the interests of the money 
power of the country. The Democratic 
party, backed by public opinion, has 
put itself on record in condemnation of 


the Republican method of accumulating a 
large surplus and letting it lie idle in the 
— 1 4 — necessary 18 
an existing surplus of more than 
$100 000, 000 which has been — collected 
hese were the 
words of the Democratic National platform of 
1884, on which Mr. Cleveland was elected. Is 
not opposition to the resolution a declaration 
of war on the platform on which the Admin- 
istration came into power? Is not a vote 
against the resolution a vote of wantof con-. 
fidence in the Democratic party? A heavy 
idle surplus in the National Treasury means a 
temptation to prodigal and unautharized ex- 
penditures, if not to direct jobbery and 
corruption. The surplus is responsibie 
for the wild and often visionary schemes 
which have been proposed and sometimes 
pressed upon Congress in recent years— 
schemes more indicative of a feverish desire 
to spend money which is everybody's and no- 
body’s than to respect the limitations of the 
Constitution. And if the Treasury’s unem- 
ployed surplus was ubjectionabie in 1881, it is 
more objectionable now, inasmuch as it has 
reached $175,000,000, and is much larger than it 
was at any period during Republican rule. 
The guestion is, what shall we do with this 
surplus? Divide it among the States, say 
some; others propose tospend it on educa- 
tion—a very deserving object. But, what- 
ever propositions are made, it seems to 
be forgotten that we still owe interest- 
bearing debts of our own and in justice tothe 
people and in obedience to the spirit of con- 
stitution, we cannot squander the public 
money on fanciful projects at least until we 
are free from debt. Jefferson, in his second 
message in reference to a „ surplus, 
made it plain that there could be no surplus 
that Congress was entitled to use in any other 
way than the payment of debt until we no 
longer had any debtto pay. Even after that, 
in his strict construction, he believed an 
amendment to the Constitution was needed to 
lawfully dispose of asurplus. Hesaid: ‘The 
revenue thereby liberated (that is by the pay- 
ment of the whole debt,) ma by 
a just reparation among the States 
und a’ corresponding amendment 
of the constitution, be applied in time of peace 
to rivers, canals, roads, arts, manufactures, 
— and other great objects within each 
tate.’ 
Now what is Mr. Morrison’s proposition? To 
— rid of the idle Treasury sur plus of over one 
undred million dollars, which has been de- 
nounced by the Democracy as pernicious, by 
using it to pay the public debt which Jefferson 
regarded as the only constitutional use to 
which it can be put. y paying the debt with 
the surplus in excess of the 5100, 000, 000 re- 
serve, we save the payment of interest. One 
hundred millions of 3-per-cent bonds 
paid in a year means a saving 
of ,000, to the people, nearly 
$100,000a day. The extinguishment of debt 
means the eventual reduction of taxation and 
relief of the people. It would not be the act of 
a wise business man to keep money lying idle 
inghis safe, while paying 3 or 4 per cent interest 
on money he had borrowed. There is only one 
single objection urged against Mr. Morrison’s 
proposition, which would be sound if it were 
true. Itis alleged that the payment of the 
Government bonds with the surplus means 
their ae in depreciated silver coin and 
that this is practical repudiation. It would be 
so provided that such payment were neces- 
sary. Butthe objection is without founda- 
tion. By the last report there was, in round 
figures, $290,000,000 in the Treasury. 
Of this $115,000,000 was owin;s, leaving a sur- 
plus of $175,000,000. The amount was made up 
of goid coin and bullion, $156,000,000; silver 
dollars and bullion, $96,000,000; United States 
notes, $23,000,000; deposits, $15,000,000. Why 
should the silver be used for redeeming the 
bonds? The Secretary of the Treasury would 
have the authority to use the silver as 
he pleased and it is more likely that 
he would use it for the expenses of 
the Government, pensions, salaries, etc., 
than for the redemption of bonds. The 
fear, therefore, thatthe bonds would be re 
deemed in silver is chimerical. It is also used 
to create a prejudice against the Morrison 
proposition. The people would oppose and 
denounce the payment of bonds in silver as 
dishonest and dishonorable. The people, out- 


side of the capitalistic classes, favor Mr. Mor- 


rison’s resolution as wise, conservative, and 
in the strict line of economy, retrenchment, 
reform, and Democratic pledges.

Some Heavy Betting on the Strength 
of the Browns and Chicago. 


Tom Cannon of Cincinnati Downs Evan 
Lewis, the Strangler.” 


A Very Peculiar Story of Corruption in the 
Brooklyn Club—The Man Who Intends 
to Whip Frank Hearid, the Coming Man 
—The Kansas City Single Race to Be 
Rowed Over—A Remarkable Coincidence 
in Base Ball—Sporting News arid Gossip. 


There will be no base ballin St. Louis after 
the game to-day at the Union Park until Au- 
gust 3, when the Browns return from their 
Eastern trip to play with the Mets on that day 
at Sportsman’s Park. The week just passed 
saw two very singular occurrences in the base 
ball world. It saw the champion club of the 
League defeated in the most shameful manner 
by one of the very weakest, in record, at 
least, and it saw the champion club of the As- 
sociation treated toa more disgraceful post 
by a club holding one of the lowest places in 
that institution. Indeed, the coincidence was 
more than remarkable, when it is observed 
that the Athletics, by whom the 
Browns were defeated, stand third 
to last in the Association, and 
the Maroons, at whose hands the Chicago 
champions received such a terrible drubbing, 
occupy the sixth place in the League. There 
was some little excuse for the Chicago’s defeat, 
for the reason that McCormick, whose in- 
effective pitching was the main contribution to 
their defeat, could not have been replaced by 
another pitcher. With the Browns, however, 
the case was wholly different, as the twocrack 
pitchers of the team, Caruthers and Poutz, 
were in the field atthe same time. A change 
of pitchers in the fourth or the fifth inning 


would have, without doubt, changed the final 
result, but it seemed that the remarkable oc- 
currence was predestined and was bound to 
take place, andsothe change was not made. 
Such coincidences as these are not common 
in the base ball world, uithough the game is 
often marked by very singular things. 


* * 
Manager Watkins ot the Detroit elub is a very 
clever fittle gentieman and has very strong 
Opinions. Moreover, he never retracts any 
of his statements, and he generally is correct 
when he makes an announcement. He threw 
out a few very interesting ideas the other day 
in reference to the anticipated changes in the 
League and the Association, and some of them 
will bear repetition. Mr. Watkins says, in 
the first place, that Mr. Lucas, the President 
Of the Maroon club, is particularly sore of 
base-bali and he has excellent reason to be- 
lieve, would not hesitate to sell out 
his franchise at St. Louis were a few thousand 
dollars offered him forthe same. In the sec- 
ond place, Manager Watkins said that the Cin- 
cinnati Club is liable to change hands any day, 
and when it does it will be to become a League 
Club. In the third place, that the Browns 
would be considered quite an acquisition to 
the League, and thatthe club would do better 
and its manager make more money in the 
National than he now makes in the American 
Association. In the fourth place Mr. Watkins 
said that an extreme likelihood existed that 
Pittsburg and St. Louis will be playing against 
League clubs next year. Mr. Watkius said all 
of these things and a great deal more in a tuo 
hours’ conversation with the writer, and 
among other things gave him, in confideuce, 
estimates of receipts taken in by bis own and 
other clubs. That there is some truth in the 
majority of these statements does not appear 
at all unlikely when it is remembered that sim- 
Uar ones are the sole topic throughout the 
East. Scarcely a man who knows bim will 
charge Mr. Watkins with being a misrepre- 
sentor or a lightheaded speculator. 


It is very disheartening to observe that there 
are still a few peoplein this city who insist 
that the PosT-DISPATCH is at the bottom of a 
scheme to down!“ Mr. Lucas and the 
Maroons. Never was an error so grievous; 
never was an insinuation so unjust. The fact 
that the Maroons are notoriously negligent 
and slipshod in their work isso very plain that 
it is painful. Had Mr. Lucas’ team played 
the same kind of base ball that it has played 
the last few days not a word would 
have been gaid against them, not a suspicion 
ofa break-up noised abroad. Had they done

Race. 


The situation in the American Association 
is practically unchanged from what it was 
this day a week ago. The clubs have gotten 
down to hard work, and their playing strength 
is fully outlined in the percentages of the

SPURIOUS WINES. 


Dead Rats Used to 


Cive Flavor. 


It isastonishing the amount of acids, gums, and 
dye-stuffs which are converted into palatable wines, 
and relished by the unsuspecting drinkers. Fortunes 
are being made at the business, and the health of the 
consumers ruined by the gigantic frauds in this 
line of trade. The opening wedge of 
the investigation of fraudulent proprie- 
tary medicines is being driven in by hard 
knocks from the aggrieved parties, and some such ag- 
gressive policy is necessary, to stem the tide of 
adulteration and fraudulent manufacture of wines. 
Talks with various persons conversant with the sub- 
ject have disclosed a lamentabie lack of honesty in the 
is more the rule than the exception for port 
wine to be composed of cider, syrup, 
gum kino, and tartaric acid, and for claret 
to be made from a decoction of orris root, water, rasp- 
berry juice, syrup and cochineal, while most of the 
sherry wine on the market is a combination of cheap 
materials colored with alkanet root. To bring up 
‘*flat’’ wine a common practice is to drop a few 
rats into a cask through the bunk-hole. The 
rat flavor is said to be perfectly delicious, 
but the sellers are careful not to sample it. 
leaving thatedelightful (?) privilege for the in- 
nocent buyers. Much of the imported staff is hardly 
suitable for the swill tub, much less to be sold over 
the counter for patients and table use. Artificia, 
wines are manufactured extensively, and sold either 
alone of in admixtures with a certain proportion of 
genuine wine.—The Druggists’ Circular and Chemi- 
cal Gazette, p. 68, March, 1886. 


How the Public is Swindled. 


How little thought the public gives to what it buys 
is Illustrated by referring to the cheap and nasty 
preparations of beef, iron and wine, coca 
wine.“ &c., &c. A well-known chemist recently 
published the result of some investigations into 
these ‘‘cheap’’ offerings.

In 
sixteenof the samples examined there was not a 
vestige of coca to be discovered, while in the other 
four there was hardly more than a trace. Common 
sense ought to tell the average buyer thata good 
wine—euch a one as is fit for persons out 
of helth—is, in itself. an expensive item. 
Now ad d ron, eef, coca, &c., and only a veri- 
table idiot can xpect quality withcheapness. If 
honest druggists and honest preparations are to be 
driven tothe wall, let that great ass, the public, 
blame itself for it.. * Itis well known that the 
Liebig Company absorbs about all of the reliable coca 
that reaches our market, and that it uses nearly all of 
it in the preparation of its Coca Beef Tonics and Coca 
Wine.—[The American Scientist.

During this second winter it will naturally 
be supposed that the thoughts of the com- 
mander had not unnaturally dwelt to some 
extent, upon the possibility of no steamship 
arriving during the coming summers. In the 
ease of such a disaster the only hope would 
lie in a retreat by boat, the difficulty and dan- 
ger of which could only be exceeded by 
the still greater difficulty and danger of at- 
tempting to remain where they were. While 
pursuing the active work and important du. 
ties of the station the commander contrived to 
und time to arrange all his plans | 
for the retreat establishing a neces. : 
sary depot of provisions at Cape 
Baird, twelve miles distant on the 
south side of Archer Ford and in immediate 
view of the station.

The English ice boat 
left at ‘‘Thank-God’’ Harbor by Lieut. Beau- 
mont in 76 was secured in perfect condition 
and carefully stowed away for possible au- 
tumn work. The surgeon, Dr. Pavy, objected 
to these preparations and aleo refused to 
turn over to Lieut. Lockwood bis diary sealed 
and addressed for transmission to the Chief 

office. The author alludes to 
hia repeatedly disgraceful conduct as briefly 
as possible and with evident pain and re- 
luctance, but he observes in one piace:

He says: ‘‘We are now in our hut, but it is not 
et finished and is cold and uncomfortable.

learned later that every particle of it was eaten, 
as that discarded before had been by some 
of the party whose ravenous sense of hunger 
was too strong to enable them to follow the 
dictates of their better judgment. 

October 23.—Lieut. Lockwood says: ‘‘This 
is miserable. We have insufficient sup- 
plies of everything. Even the blubber will 
support but one poor light, and that hardly 
for the winter. * „Cold, darkness, 
dampness and hunger are our —— every 
day und all day. Here in the hut one has to 
grope around in the darkness to find anything 
laid down.’’ 

October 29.—Two mattresses have been 
found, which will add somewhat to our com- 
fort. By unanimous consent one mattress 
was set aside for me, and I directed that the 
other be disposed of bylot. It fell to Lieut. 
Lockwood and Dr. Pavy, who have taken it. 
I turned over my mattress to Sergt. Gardiner, 
who for the past month has occupied my 
dogskin sleeping-bag, until his condition im- 
prove. The blankets, sleeping-bags, buffalo 
coats, etc., have been nearly equitably dis- 
tributed, the sick receiving rather more than 
others. 

October 81.—Dr. Pavy to-day objected 
strongly to the ration fixed by me, whica com - 
mences to-morrow. He says that we cannot 
possibly liveon it. It is very trying to have 
the opinion of my medical officer put 80 
strongly before me at atime when I must de- 
pend upon my own judgment alone, 
as the responsibility rests solely upon 
me. Most of the party concurred either 
in my views or in their willingness 
to be satisfied with my decision in the matter. 
While this should ordinarily be expected from 
a party under military discipline, yet under 
the present circumstances, where moral influ- 
ences alone have sway, and where so great 
hardships and privations have already been 
experienced, I cannot but be gratified by this 
general expressjon of confidence in my judg- 
ment and discretion. 

Lieut. Lockwood says: ‘*To-morrow our 
reduction of rations commences. Whether 
we can live on sucha driblet of food remains 
to be seen. We are now constantly hungry. 
The constant talk is of dishes of all kinds, 
and what we have eaten and what we hope to 
eat when we reach civilzation. I havea con- 
stant longing for food; anything to fill me up. 
God, whata life! Afew crumbs of hard bread 
taste delicious. * * * The hunt- 
ing party have aslight increase of rations. I 
hope to God they have got something. 

On November 2 a party, consisting of Rice, 
Frederick, Mison and Lynn, left in a temper- 
ature of 9'@eg. (22-8 deg. C.) below for Cape 
Isabella, forty miles to the south, to obtain 144 
pounds of meat cached there by Nuares in 1875. 
They took a light sledge, a four-man sleeping 
bag, atent fly, rifle, cooking lamp and pot. 
They had a ration of eight ounces each of 
bread and meat and five ounces of fuel alcho- 
hol. Rice was selected for the command from 
his familiarity with the route. The Arctic 
night bad commenced a week before. They 
were detained by darkness and cold and 
ice, and had to camp before Cape Isabella 
was reached. Here Elison and Lynn, in their 
great thirst, resorted, despite warning, to 
eating snow, which eventually proved fatal 
to the former. On reaching Isabella they 
took up their cache of meat and started im- 
mediately for home. But the rough ice on 
the north of Isabella was so difficultto travel 
over that it was fourteen hours before the ex- 
hausted party reached their sleeping bags, 
left at their last encampment. Rice had ex- 
pected to make the tripina few hours, and 
the day’s work had been done on a cup of tea 
and no tood. 


On reaching their camp, Frederick says: 
‘*Elison had frozen both his hands and feet, 
andthe sleeping bag was a sheet of ice. I 
placed one of Elison’s hands between my 
thighs and Rice took the other,and in this 
way we drew the frostfrom his poor frozen 
limbs. The poor fellow cried all night from 
pain. This was one of the worst nights I ever 
spent in the Arctic.’’ Warm food refreshed 
them somewhat the morning of the 8th, but 
Elison again froze his sensitive limbs; and 
Frederick continues: It became unsafe to 
let him travel behind the sledge alone, and 
I took the poor fellow on my arm and bad 
almost to carry him, for his legs became 
as stiffas cord-wood and he was unabie to 
handle them. On the morning of the 9th 
Elison was altogether helpless and so, to save 
his life it became necessary not onty to aban- 
don the meat, for which they had lubored and 
suffered, but also a rifle which was stood up to 
mark the spot. Ten hours’ struggle with a 
helpless, frozen man brought them to the 
abandoned winter quarters at Eskimo Point. 


Here they cutup an English lifeboat that 
had been left intact for a possible journey 
southward and built a fre. When the poor 
fellow’s face, feet and hands commenced to 
thaw from the artificial heat,’’ says Frederick, 
„his sufferings were such that it was enough 
to bring the strongest to tears. Rice and 
Frederick on this day labored nineteen hours 
for the welfare of their comrades. At last,after 
a further effort to proceed, Rice left his com- 
rades and started home alone to get help, 
eating some frozen beef on tbe way. 


How he made the fifteen long mileshe hardly 
knew, but through Rice Strait he traveled in 


the darkness, across ice newly formed, which 


cracked and bent as he passed. As he reached 
Buchanan Straitthe moon fortunately shone 
forth, and, a broken, exhausted man, his 
atageerns footsteps awakened me at midnight 
and inspired me with new horror before his 
frozen lips could separate to say, ‘*Elison is 
dying in Rosse Bay, in answer to my anxious 
Who's there?“ He had traveled twenty-five 
miles and labored sixteen hours to bring us 
this dreadful intelligence. 

It is needless to say that a rescue party was 
at once dispatched. Elison was not dead, 
though he was in a very critical condition. 
Not only were his hands and feet frozen solid, 
but his face was frozen to such an extent that 
there was no semblance of humanity in the 
poor fellow as he was dragged through the 
narrow door of the wretched hut that Novem- 
ber pight. He begged piteously for death the 
first week, but within a month was again a 
bright and cheery member of the party. The 
rescuing party had a terrible journey both go- 
ing and returning. . Lieut. Greely speaks of 
it as the most remarkable in the annals of 


Arctic 'sledging.’’ 

The halt-starved, enfeebled party of eight 
men made a journey of nearly forty miles in 
forty-four hours. They traveled in darkness 
over very rough and heavy ice, exposed to 
temperatares ranging from 19 deg. to 35.5 deg.

the bitterend? Suffice it to say that the suf- 
ferings we have described were mere child’s 
play compared to those which were to come. 
Cross, the defaulting engineer, was the first to 
die, on January 18. He perished from mingled 
scurvy and dropsical effusion of the heart, in- 
duced by insufficient nutrition, which, of 
course, means starvation. He died on the day 
before his 40th birthday, and it was discovered 
afterward that he had saved up a considerable 
quantity of bread and butter for the purpose 
of celebrating his birthday: Christiansen, 
one of the Eskimos, followed on April 5 from 
precisely the same causes. Lynn followed the 
next day. On April 6 Rice and Ffrederics 
started southward to attempt the recovery of 
the hundred pounds of English beef abandoned 
in November of the previous year. The trip 
was strongly against the wishes of the com- 
mander, who only yielded to the men’s urgent 
entreaties and representations of the condi- 
sion of the party. This trip was even more 
disastrous than the first. After the most ap- 
palling sufferings Rice died, and his comrade 
crawled homeward (after covering the dead 
soldier with snow and ice) in an almost dying 
condition himself, and of course without the 
meat. Lieut. Lockwood died on the 9th, one 
of the noblest and bravest of that syndicate of 


gallant officer, a brave, true and loyal man. 
Christian charity, manliness and gentleness 
were the salient points of his character. 

Atthis juncture it became necessary to order 
Lieut. Kislingbury to duty. It will be remem- 
bered that he resigned his official position on 
arriving at Lady Franklin Bay with a view of 
returning in the Proteus, but that ship re- 
turning without him and he had, therefore, 
remained with the party as a guest rather than 
official, doing, however, mostof the hunting 
and never failing to aid and assist voluntarily 
in the work as far as layin his power. Jewell 
died on the 12th, and the newly elected officer, 
Lieut. Kislingbury, showed signs of mental 
derangement on the l4th. The misery of the 
party was increased from this on by the petty 
thefts of Dr. Pavy and Henry from the meagre 
stock of food. The former stole from the sick 
and bad at len:th to be putinirons. Henry 
continued his thefts until,after repeated warn- 
ings and every possible consideration, it be- 


came necessary to shoot him. He was éxe- 
cuted June 6, an hour or two pre- 
vious to the death of Dr. Pavy, 


‘which will be recorded in its turn. 


Jens, the other Esquimaux, a Christian and a 
most invaluable coadjutor, was drowned on 
April 29, to the inconsolable grief of the 
party. Ralston died on May 23, on which day 
the last regular food was issued. Whistler 
followed the next day and Israel on the 27th. 
He had been a great favorite with the whole 
party and was styled by the men Our Benja- 
min. Lieut. Kislingbury died on June 1, 
Corporal Salor on June 3 and Dr. Pavy, Henry 
(by execution) and Bender on the sth. All the 
food had long since given out and the party 
were existing upon Arctic air and raindeer 
moss, tripede roche and saxifrage, the two 
latter a kind of lichen growing upon the 
rocks. 
A curious error occurs here. Dr. Pavy is re- 
corded as having died at 6 p. m. on June6; on 
June 8 he is recorded as feasting with others off 
leather lashings and boot soles. Whether his 
spirit returned from the other world to partake 
of this luxurious fare is not stated. Gardiner 
died on June 12, Schneider on the 18th, and on 


the 22d of June, 1884, the entire remaining 
party were rescued by the Thetis. Sergt. 
Elison, however, died on July 8, consequent 
on secondary amputation, leaving only seven 
survivors rescued from the brink of the grave.

LATED ANY WEALTH. 


The Majority of Them Careless Spendthrifts 
~The Money Made in the Ring- Old- 
Time Fighters and Their Gains — The 
Condition of American Sluggers—Fogarty 
Ready to Fight—Macon’s Melange. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 16.—I would not advise 
any young man about to begin life to adopt 
pugilism as a profession. Its rewards are en- 
tirely disproportionate to its requirements. 
To succeed even fairly wellasa fighter re- 


quires exceptional courage, health, activity, | 
skill and strength. If to these were added 
education what a man we should have! A 


champion fighter must have atleast three of 
these qualities almost in perfection. Let us 
see how many of the champions ot the ring 
have become rich or famous through their fistic 
celebrity. The first on the list is John Gully. 
He was champion of England, and being blessed 
with more than average intelligence, left the 
ring and became a turfman. He got into 
a clique whose ways and means were not the 
most praiseworthy and acquired considerable 
money. He was elected to Parlament and is 
reputed to have died wealthy. Next comes 
John Jackson, who was the tutor in boxing of 


Lord Byron, and owes his sobriquet of ‘‘Gen- 
tleman’’ to him. He had the favor of the 
titled, but if he got much of their money he 
spent it freely and left no estate worthy of the 
name. Tom Belcher died poor, and Tom Cribb, 
the greatest champion England ever had, 
kept a public house for years after he retired, 


from the ring, and I doubt if there was much 
left after his death when his debts were paid. 
The same may be said of hisson-in-law succes- 
sor, Tom Spring. Dan Donnelly, the great 
Irish champion, died poor, but 
was more provident. Hefought Spring twice 
for the championship of England. The Irish 
claimed that he sold both fights. Be that as it 
may, he opened a public house in Liverpool 
and through it became rich and prosperous, 
When he died he was reputed to be the owner 
of a nuinber of houses. 
* * *

and he died a few years ago in a public charita- 
ble institution. The Bold Bendigo was not 
rich at his demise and neither was Deaf Burke 
or Ben Caunt, his greatest competitors. The 
Tipton Slasher died a poor man,and Tom 
Suyers retired from the ring on an annuity 
provided for him by a subscription which 
was headed by Lord Palmerston, 
then Premier of England. Jem Mace 
is still alive. He made a great 
deal of money in his time in book-making and 
in one way or another, but he spent it as fast 
as he made it, and to-day he is a poor man. 
Tom Paddock diedina hospital, I think, and 
Aaron Jones lies burted in the corner of a 
farm outin Indiana. Butfor the charity of a 
frieud he, too, would have died ina hospital. 
Oid Joe Goss ended his days so poor that the 
aid of friends had to be invoked to put him 
decently under ground. The English ring, 
you see, has not been prolific of rewards for 
its most distinguishea men.

England where he amassed quite a fortune in 
book-making. He spent it all, returned to this 
country and died comparatively poor while 
en route for California.
